1 MOULTON FALLS PARK 


Ten miles NE of Battle Ground on County Roads 12 and 16. Two miles south of Yacolt. On East Fork 
of Lewis River. Picnic tables, swimming, fishing, hiking, restrooms. Moulton and Hidden Falls. Mur- 


phy grade. 


2 LEWISVILLE PARK 


26411 NE Lewisville Hwy. Battle Ground. Two miles north of Battle Ground on SR 503 along the East 
Fork of the Lewis River. Swimming, fishing, hiking, picnicking, horseshoes, softball, baseball and soccer 
fields, tennis, playgrounds, restrooms, boat launch. Twelve picnic shelters available for reservation 
(699-2467). Picnic tables without shelters and Central Shelter available on first-come, first-serve basis. 
Food concession. Entrance fee during summer. 


3 DAYBREAK PARK 


26401 NE Daybreak Road, Battle Ground—15 miles north of Vancouver on East Fork of Lewis River. 
Picnic tables, swimming, boat launch, restroom, Excellent steelhead fishing in season. 


4 WHIPPLE CREEK PARK 


Seven miles north of Vancouver and 1.5 miles west of Clark County Fairgrounds on NW 179th Street/NW 
2Ist Avenue. A 239-acre undeveloped park with hiking and equestrian trails. 


5 VANCOUVER LAKE PARK 


6801 NW Lower River Road. Three miles west of Vancouver on SR SOl. Two and one half miles of 
park borders Vancouver Lake. Swimming, fishing, boat and windsurf rentals, windsurfing lessons, hik- 
ing, picnic tables, restrooms, and food concession. 


6 SALMON CREEK PARK 


112 NE 117th Street three miles north of Vancouver on NE l7th Street. Excellent spring fed swim area 
with bath house. Food concession. Lifeguards during summer, limited hours; guarding hours posted. 
Picnic tables, fishing. Entrance fees during summer. Salmon Creek Sports Association complex. 


7 HAZEL DELL PARK 


2300 NE 68th Street, one mile east of Old Highway 99; two miles north of Vancouver. Meadow, picnic 
tables, play areas, and restroom. Two picnic shelters (first-come, first-serve). 

8 ORCHARDS PARK 
9619 NE 54th Street. Near intersection 1-205 and Fourth. Plain Road. Play equipment, horseshoe pits, 
picnic tables, benches, trails, restroom, open play area, and natural areas. Hall of Fame Rose Garden 
sponsored by Vancouver Rotary Club. 

9 WINTLER PARK 
6400 Beach Drive in Vancouver. (East on SR 14 to Evergreen/Riverside Drive exit.) Sandy beach on 
Columbia River. Picnic tables, observation decks, restroom. Entrance fees during summer. 


10 ENGLISH PIT RIFLE RANGE 


912 NE 192nd Avenue, Camas, Rifle and Pistol range attended by range officer when open. Call 892-7119 
for hours. User fee. Managed by Vancouver Wildlife League. 


11 LACAMAS PARK 


2700 SE Everett Road, Camas. One half mile north of Camas on SR 500. On Round Lake. Boat launch, 
non-motorized boating. Fishing, hiking trails, play equipment, picnic tables, restroom, one picnic shelter, 
first-come, first-serve).
